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thy Fowels. Yau may well inagine that 
the hearing thoſe terrible, unpleaſirg, 
and unexpected Lectures, where he expect- 
cd to find nothing but Pcace and Tran- 
quility, and a perpetual ſafety from that 
Deſolation and Wo which he found 
himſelf notwithſtanding ſtill ſubject to 
and was threatned and denou'.ced againſt 
him with as much terror and ficrcer eſs as 
cyer, filled his very Soul with crouble 
and grief, and almoſt overwhelmed 'his 
Spirits with ſorrow; the Arrows of the Al- 
mighty ſtuck faſt within him, and the 
Poiſon thereof had almoſt drank up his 
Spirits, all which brought him into ſuch 
inconceivable and inexpreſſible perplext- 
ties, That I can far better conceive of 
them my ſelf, than I can relate them to 
you ; the truth 1s, the poor Man knew 
not. what to do, being almoſt at his Wits 
Ends, and vpon the very Brink and Bor- 
der of Deſpair; whereupon [ ſaw him 
rouſe himſclf, and fall more roundly to 
Work, with Pr ayer and fafting, keeping 
the Sabbath and hearing of Sermons, fre- 
quenting of Lectures and Chriſtian Con- 
erences,, and like the Marriners in a 
Storm, and ready to Periſh, he caſt away 


and abandoned many of thoſe things 
which 
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which hitherto had been pleaſant and de- 
lightful, but now he found them to be 
burdenſome and dangerous to him: not- 
withſtanding all which,no Peace, Tomtort, 


or Conſolation could he obtain ; for al-_ 


though he followed hard after them, they 
fled 1o faſt from him, that he could not 
poſſibly overtake them ; whereupon he be- 
gan to expoſtulate with himſelf after this 
manner : Unhappy Man thatI am, while I 


remained in my Courſe of Sin and Wicked- Þ 


neſs, I could not be at quiet for Conſcience, 


who harraſed me continually to leave ny | 


dinceing about the Pit, which was as he at- 


firmed (and as I am apt to believe) Bot- 
tomleſs, and now I have complyed with his 


Advice, I cannot as yet obtain any Peace 
in my Soul; what can pollibly be the 


reaſon or occaſion thereof ? | wiſh I have 
not miſtaken the Way which I was direct- 
ed to take,and am got into ſome other Path | 
vhich leads not to Celeſtzal Paradiſe, but | 
to ſome other place, bur I certainly think Þ 
it cannot bz fo, for I remember that I | 
have always been told by thoſe who have | 
| been well acquainted witn the Way, and |

At this I conld perceive him 
to be excecdingly troubled and terrified, 
which was much increaſed by his eſpy- 
ing the Avenger Marching againſt him, 
Cloathed with Vengeance, and Armed 
with Fury, Brandiſhing a Flaming Sword 
in his Al-conquering Hard ;. wherefore he 
fuddenly cried out to Heaven for help, 
looking every way, as if he would run, 
but knew not whither, for he could dil- 
cover no place which promiſed him mor? 
ſecurity than that wherein he then was, 
and fſceing the Avenger was then almoſt: 
got up tokim, and ready to lay hold of 
him, he fainted and even deſpaired of e-

ration in him, that I can compare 1t to Þ 
nothing ſo well as to the Prophets Viſion Þ 
of dry Bones, for as one dead he revived, Þ 
and his Spirits came into him again ; | 
when looking up upon him , he cried, 
Sir, that which you Jay hath a little re- |þ 
vived my Spirits, and ] fnd a firange 
kind or iweerneſs and delight therein, Þ 
but pray whereabouts ſtands this City af 
Refuge which you ſpake of, I have heard Þ 
much of it, 22d have been adviſed to re- | 

pair thither, as the only piace where I 

could be {aie; and to tell you the truth, I 
did think I had been got into it; and | 
although Mr. Conſcience and ſeveral others | 
indeavoured to convince me of it, yet I 
- could not be periſwaded z but now I ſee þ 
©y woful experience, that I am more 
than a Mile ſhort of it, and in as much 
danger of Periſhing as before I came hi- 
ther. Why, /aid ch2 Gentleman, it ſtands 
a little further there right before you in 
that 
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that middle Path between that wherein 
you now are, and that from which you 
lately came; whereupon he locked that 
Way with great cagerneſs, but could 
not diſcover it. 1 have, ſaid the Gentle- 
man, a Box of Eye Salve whichTI reccived 
from our Lord himſelf, wherewith if you 
pleaſe I will Anoint your Eyes to make 
you ſee the more clearly. Al, withall 
my Heart, Sir, ſaid he; And when he 
had ſo done, he bid him look towards 
the place which he pointed to. Do you 
not ſee, /a:d he, a litle Narrow Ruged Path 
that goes up there ? Yes, /aid he, I can 
ſee It now, although before I could not 
diſcern it ſo well : Why that Path is cal- 
led by divers Names, but they all figni- 
fie the ſame thing ; ſome call it by the 
Name Repert and be Converted that your Sins 
may be blotted out, when the times of refreſh- 
ng ſhall come from the preſence of the Lord ; 
others call it by the Name,: Believe and

ever his Eyes ſaw; for there he bchceld

ble and itrange, 1 beheld while his Heart | 
was taken out, and another which was a 
new one put into him, which although F 
tne Prince of Darkzeſs ſuppoſed to have

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| Delicacies of the Goſpel, all which were 
| ſerved up in ſeveral Diſhes, and the firſt 
which I ſaw ſet on the Table was a Re- 
preſentation of a Broken, a Bleeding, 
| and a Dying Jeſus, whoſe Face although 
 1t were fairer than the Children of Men, 
was defiled with Spittle , bruiſed with 
Blows and Buffetings, and covered over 
| with a Purple Gore ;' whoſe Head which 
| was white as Snow, and like the pu- 
| reſt Wool, was Crowned with Thorns, 
the points whereof wear beaten down in- 
to his Head with Reeds, and thereby 
| both Head and Hair Died in a Sanguine 
Red, whoſe Eyes which uſed to be Infi- 
nitely brighter than the Flames of Fire, 
and ſparkle more than the Richeſt Dia- 
monds, now ſwam in Tears, were dim 
with Blood; and darkened at the approach 
of Cruel Death; whoſe Mouth and Lips, 
although they were wont to ſpeak as ne-_ 
ver Man ſpake ,, were now grown Pale 
and Wan with ſtrokes, grim with Death, 
and imbittered by the Gall and Vinegar 
| which he Drank ; whoſe Arms wherewith 
| he uſed to Fathom the World, and Im- 
brace all the Powers of the. "Univerſe, 
were now diltrained and ſtretched on the

Croſs, whereon him- 
ſelf was to be Crucifhed ; whoſe Hands, 
whereby the Worlds were made ,, and 
with aloch he formed the curious Frames 
and Fabricks of Heaven and Earth; and 
his Feet, which uſed to move ſo ſwiftly to 
bring Pardon and Relief tothe Condemned 
and the Miſerable, were now Bored and

Salvage Traytors Cruelly Nailed and 
Tenter'd on the Croſs; whoſe. Heart, 
which was never polluted nor defiled, and 
was the very Spring and Fountain of Mer- 
cy and Love, was now pierced and wound- 
ed with a Spear ; and thoſe Bowels, which 
Yearned with Pity. and Rouled with 
Compaſſion towards others, when in Di- 
ſtreſs and Miſery, were now dried up for 
want of Moiſture, and Pained and Tortured | 
with ſtraining pulls, and the extrremity | 

of his TI orments, and even broken and rent 


2 iunder by his gd; ying pangs. So that from 
| Head 
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Head to Foot, there was no part free ; but 
methoughts he appeared covered all over 
with Blood; his Face was ſadly Mortified, 
and numerous ſtreams of Blood flowed from 
the ſeveral Wounds the Crown of Thorns 
had made 1n his Gulltleſs Head ; his Eyes 
looked Watery and Red, his Mouth Wan 
and Pale, his Arms were Diſtorted, and 
his Fleſh beat and torn from his Shoulders, 
his Hands and his Feet were Boared, his 
Heart-ſtrings broken, and his Bowels dri- 
ed up and clung together ; his Wound- 
ed Side Tan like a Fountain of Blood, the 
Sacred Streams whereof was indued with 
ſuch a Cleanſing Virtue., that being 
ſprinkled on the Pilgrims, they were pre- 
ſently waſhed thereby from all their Pollu- 
tions, and adorned with a wonderful Beau- 
tie and Comlineſs; and withal, ſo Pow- 
erful and Perſwafive, that upon the very 
ſight thereof, the Eternal forgave them 
their Iniquities : The Wound in his Side, 
from whence this Fountain of Blood iſſy- 
| ed, was ſo large and open, that as ſome 

of the Gueſts afterwards told me, they 
could through it look into his Breaſt, and 
ſee the pantings of his Heart, the whole 
whereof they allured me, was Compoſed 
of Love. The next Courſe I ſaw {crved 
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up, was a Diſh of Goſpel Myſteries, eve- | 
ry one whereof contained and had inclo- | 
ſed in it a Sacred Wonder, the number | 
whereof was ſo great, that my Memory | 
was not able to contain them, and having 
forgotten many of them my ſelf, I cannot 
relate them to you; but ſuch of them | 
whereof I took a more particular notice, | 
___ and wherewith I found my Heart more than 
| _ ordinarily affected, were as follow : Ihe 
Firſt Myitery I remember which offered it |

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into a ſecret place all alone by himſelf, where pro. 
ſtrating himſelf on the Earth, before the Eternal 
with a dejetted Countenance, a ſad Heart, a weep. 
ing Eye, and 4 doubting Spirit, having his Face co- 
vered oyer with ſhameand bluſhing, not daring ty 
look up to Heaven, as unworthy to bchuld that 
place , he only laid his Hand upon his Guilty 
Breaft, and ftghed out. Lord be merciful to me a 
Sinner : He would have proceeded further, hut 
was not able, ſo that he was forced to fgh out 
the reſt in filent Groanes, which he was not a- 


ble to utter, or form into Words. Now after | 


he had lain thus grovelling on the Ground for 


ſome time, I ſaw hima riſe, and taking the Re. F 


cords of the Sacred Law into his Hand, he open- 
ed it juſt about the middle, and the very firſt 
thing that he fixt his Eyes upon, was the follow. 
ing Promiſe; He that confeſſeth and forſabeth his Sins 
hall find Mercy: His Eyes were ſo dim and blared 
with weeping, that he could not ſee to read it 
plain at firſt, ſo that he was forced to look on 
it again, and again before, he could read it plain- 
ly ; then turning towards the latter end of it, 
' he found another, which was not only more full 
and ſweet in it ſelf, but alſo dire&ted him how 
to make uſe and improve the other, viz. If 
any Min fin we hive an Advocate with the Father, 
even Jeſus Chriſt the Righteous ; from which two 
places of the Divine Law, he Extratted abundance 
of Comfort and Hope, and reſolved preſently to 
put them in prattice. 

Wherefore Addreſſing himſelf in the moſt 
humble manner imaginable upon his Knees to 
the Eternal, he uttered himſelf after this man- 
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| Lord(faidhe) I have ſinned againſt 
Heaven, and before Thee, and am not 
worthy to be called thy Son ; wherefore 
| Thou haſt almoſt conſumed me in thine 
| Anger, becauſe of my Backſliding : And 
| thy wrath hath troubled me, becauſe of 
my fin. Mine iniquities are ever before 
| Thee, and Thou haſt ſet my ſecret ſins 
in the Light of thy Countenance. Thou 
| makeſt me to ſpend my daies in ſorrow, 
| and paſs away my nights indeſpair. Lord, 
who knows the power of thy Ayger ? 
| according to thy fear, ſo is thy wrath ; 
the ſenſe wereof lycth fo heavy upon me, 
| That I am like one going down into

ſtrength, thy herce wrath goeth over me, 
| and thy Terrors have cut me. off; io that 
| my dates are conſumed as ſmoke, and my 
| bones are burned and conſumed within 
| me: My heart is ſmitten and withered, 
| like graſs, ſo that I forget to take my 
| bread; and yetall tis 1 freely acknow- 
| ledge to be Juſt, becauſe I have finned 
agaanſt Thee. I am deitroyed indeed; 
| butitisþy my ſelf; lam wounded, but. 
is by my own weapon of my own forming ys 
' and an arrow out of my. own Quiver. Lt 
am Poiſoned but it is by a dranzht of my 
| H LES 
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own Compoſing. Iam Robbed and ftrip- ff * 


ped of all my enjoyments, but 1t was not | 
without my own conſent : And there- | 
fore thou mailt juſtly refuſe to Heal or | 
Relieve me, Pardon and forgive me; | 
But Lord,, didſt not thou tell me, that F 
thou wert an Everlaiting God; that thy | 
Love was unchangeable. 1 have indeed | 
lighted thy Love, abuſed thy Patience, | 
trampled upon thy Son, deſpiſed thy | 
Grace, .and greived thy Spirit. And have | 
net only ſinned againſt, and broken and | 
violated all thoſe obligations wich thou F 


haſt been perpetually laying upon me 


by the infinite and uncontroulable in- | 


Ttances of thy Love and thy Bounty : But 


Hkewiſe againſt all thoſe obligations that | ? 
{ have beer laying upon my ſelf too, | 
] have violated all my Covenants, my Pro- | 
miles and my vows, and ſinned againſt } 
my own prayers, lamentations and Tears: | 


And wilt thou therefore, O Lord, prove 
as changeable as my ſelf! Wilt thou take 
an advantage againſt me! Wilt thou 
cut.me off for ever! or wilt thou reſolve 
tobe favourable no more ! Is thy mercy 
clean gone for ever! And ſhall thy pro- 
miſes fail for evermore ! Haſt thou for- 
gotten to be gracious! Or wilt thou in 

| anger 
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2nger ſiut up the Bowels of thy tenuer 
| compaſſions J Wilt thou who art thy 


| 
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God of Grace, refuſe to be gracious 
The Fountain of Mercy, ceate to be Mer- 
ciful ! Haſt Thou not ſaid in the Re-. 
cords of thy Law, that Thon wilt not be 


| alwaies Wr ath, neither v.ilt Thou keep 
i Thy Anger for ever, leſt the ſpirit 


fail before Thee, and the Soul WHICH 
Thou haft made ? 

And then applying himſelf to the Son

Wilt Thou be- 
cauſe I have wickedly and moſt perkh- 
dioufly broken my Covenant , break 
thine too? Sure it cannot be, for thou 
art the ſame for ever, and canſt not 
change: wherefore thou Bleſſed Jeſus, 
thou ſweet Redeemer of my Soul, I will 
by thy own Aſſiſtance, (for without i if 

| am Tore | ſhall not be able ) reſolve | 
with an humble boldneſs, to a& Faith 
in thy Promiſes, lay hold on thy Coe- 
venant, and hang upon the words of thy 
ps, as the Bee doth on the flower , 

from whence ſhe extracts a ſweetneſs 
wherewith the dews of Heayen hath re- 
pleniſh'd it. And according to thy own | 
directions, I will now taxe unto my ſelf | 
words, and fay unto thee, Lord, Par- | 
don thou my iniquities, and recetve me 
graciouily - Heal thou my Backſlidings, 
and love me freely. And dothou who | 
art ſo Eloquent and Powerful an Ora- 
tor, that thy Father can deny thee no- 
thing , Who art fo wile an 11h 

nat none of thy Clients did or ſhall 
loſe their Cauſe; fo prevailing an In- 


terceſlor, that wha tioeyer thou Inter- 
cedelt 
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cedelſt for, and what requeſt {oever tho 
makeſt on the behalf of thy Me moet 
is fully and immediately granted; £6 
20 the Eternal, and plezd my Co ol r 
at his Bar, and when Thou baſk his 
PFOCOred Pardon and Reconciliation for 
me ; taen lend thy Spirit to convey the 
knowledge and comfortal! He Ailnrance 
thereof, unto my Soul, that {o thoi 
 mailt aſc my heart to jinz for Joy , find 
put a new ſong of Praite and Thapk(- 
ELVING into my mouth, chats: ] way | re- 
Joice in the Lord, and triumph in Gc = 
my Saviour, Amen, Ainen, L. 

And methoughts, I ſaw him riſe from 
his knees in a moſt Humble, Serious, 
and ſedate Frame, having his heart en 
larged, lifted up to Heaven Wn Holy and 
delires, and yet h1s eyes caſt down to the 
Earth;as being both aſhamed for his hav- 
ing ſo ſhametully Backiliden from, | and 
prevaricated with the Infinite Tehduah, 
the Eternal Majeſty of Heaven and Earth; 
and withal not abſolutely freed as yet 
from all manner of ear, dithdence and 
doubtings, whether tne Eternal would 
be reconciled to him, or whether the

 Whereupon kneeling down beforethe 
Eternal, he opened the paper, and hay- 
Ing ſpread it before him, he firit be- 
walled with ſhame and ſorrow his = 
olation thereof, freely acknowledging, 
and confeſling his Guilt, and that he had 
thereby juſtly deierved to be Eternally

baſſador come from the King of Kings, 
| and invite him, with many other P:l- 
 grims, whom he had now overtaken a- 
| gain, to a noble and ſplendid Feaſt, at 
| the Kings Table: A Feaſt of fat things, 

and wine on the Lees ; fat things full of 
marrow, and wine on the Lees well re- 
fined. He gladly accepted of and em- 
braced the Invitation : But yet I obſerv- 
ed, he durſt not adventure to go to the 
Kings Table, before he had firſt read 
over the Memorial of his Covenant, exa- 
mined himſelf how he had kept it, Con- 
ſeſt his prevarications with ſorrow and 
Repentance, and. then proteſting the 
Reſolutions of his Soul to be more ſtrict 
and yield better obedience for: the tu- 
ture, again ſet his hand and ſubſcribed- 
his name to 1t as before. And having 
thus renewed his Covenant with the E- 
ternal, he-went and ſate down with the 
reſt, at the King's Table, where I ſaw

Delight that Is to be had in the Celeſtial 
Paraaice. 

In this iweet and Heavenly Frame 
he continued a long time, ſtill calling 
to his fellow Pilgrims, and telling them 
the greatneſs. of thoſe Joys, and the 
{ſweetneſs of that pleaſure which the 
Eternal poured into his Soul ; and would 
frequently fay, O what a wonder it is 
that Divine patience hath born with me 
thus long. Methinks it is a wonder that 


the Eternal ſhould not. feed me = ] 
Wr ath With Gall and Wormwood,

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| with fire and Brimſtone, and that he hath 
not -Cloathed me with fury and flames, 
| with indignation and Vengeance! But. 
' © 1t1s yet a greater, a9 an infinitely 
8 greater wonder that he ſhould feed me 
| with Mercy and Love, Grace and Good- 
| neſs, and Cloathn me wich pardon and 
8 and forgiveneſs! That he ſhould give 
SF himiclf tome, as my happiicſs and por- 
tion, and give me leave upon all occa- 
ſons to make uſe cf hin is my Inhert- 
tance and Treaſure! Anu that rather 
than 1 ſhould want, he Muuld Bountifully 
make me a continual and perpetual Feaſt; 
of which Feaſt he himielf is the matter 
as well as the Maker! O that ever a 
Poor worthleſs, forlorn ard deſpicable 
Wretch, who was caſt out in his Blood, 
and no eye pitied him, ſhould be thus 
Dignified and Advanced! That ever I 
ſhould be permitted to feed,and feaſt, and 
live even upon Omnipotency it ielf ! 
O come unto me all ye that fear the 
Eterval, and I will tell you what he hath 
done for my Soul: He that is Mighty 
hath done for- me great things, and Holy 
is his Name!. O that I could love him, 
pleaſe him, and Delight im him more! 


That I could rejoice and triumph in him 
| more?

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more! And © that the whole imploy- 
ment of my life, may be to admire and 
boaſt of the Sweetneſs and Glory, Riches 
and Plenty of my Portion! And that 
my Tongue may ſpeak Good of his 
Name, and exalt and ſing forth his 
praiſe, ſo long as I have. a tongue to 
tpeak or {ſing withal.. = 


But notwithſtanding all this Heaven- 
iy Diſcourſe, 1 underſtood he was not 


yet perfect, for afterwards, I perceived 


his heat and fervour begin to abate, 


and by reaſon of the remainder of Con- 


 ceptions, the power of his Indwelling- 
{in and the deceitfulneſs of his treach'rous 
Heart, he was thereupon prevail'd with 


to meddle a little too much with take de- 


light in ſome things, which were in- - 
deed lawful in themſelves, and were be- 


{towed upon him by the Eternal, for 
the Comfort and eaſe of his Pilgr image, 
in a moderate enjoyment thereof. But 
the leaſt exceſs in Loveto, and Delight 


therein, hath ever been accounted ( and 
he found by wotul experience, that it 


was ſo tc him ) a wonderful hindrance 
to Pilgrims in their Journey toward 
Celeſtial Paraaice ; ſo that he began to 


grow yery cold, dull and indifferent , 


and 
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and by that means loft much of the Com- 
| fort and Joy which he had been poſleſſed 
withal, but as ſoon as he perceived It, 
| he preſently ran to a certain mountain 

# which ſtands in that Road, and is ſo 
exceeding high, that Pilgrims were nlſed 
' to climb up thither, and take a Veiw 
\ of Celeſtial Paradice, formerly called 
| Piſgah, but 1 think they now call it 

| Contemplation. The delightful and 
 Taviſhing Sight whereof very much con- 

duces towards the recovering them out 
of thoſe fits of carnal Security. And 
 whenhe came to the foot of the Mount, 
| he encouraged himſelf to get up to it 
| by the ſweetneſs of thoſe pleaſures, the 
conveniency of its height would afford 
hima proſpect of, ſaying to himſell, 


Mount up my Soul,and onthis Mountain ſtatid, 
A taking proſpeft 1s the Holy Land. 


And having thus encouraged himſelf, up 
he went, but by reaſon of its height 
and ſteepneſs, it was not without ſome 
difficulty that he reached the top of it ; 
But being once there, it gave him a fair 
proſpect of the whole Univerſe. And 
the firſt thing he fixt his eyes upon, 

was 
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was the Wilderneſs, where he ſaw a! 
World of Sin and Wickednels, Curlng, 


Swearing,and Blaſpheming God, Thett, 


and Rapine, and murther, Irreligion, | 
Breaking the Sabbath and prophaning | 
every thing which'was Sober and Sa- | 


cred; And as the conſequence hereof, 


great variety of tormenting palns ard | 
perplexing miſery, attending of, and | 
falling on the Inhabitants thereof : Then | 
caſting hiseyes a little lower, he ſaw 


Topher, the place which the Eternal had 
made for the Reprobate - A pla ex- 
ceeding deep and large, the pile where- 


of was Fire, and much Wood, and the } 


Breath of the Lord, like a perpetual 
ſtream of Brimſtone, doth kindle 1t : 


Where he faw an innumerable company 
of vain and impertinent Wretches , | 


weeping and walling, and gnaſhing their 
teeth, and bitterly bemoaning and la- 
menting themſelves and howling in thoſe 


diſmal flames. Then he lifted his eyes 


to Eden, where he: took a Veiw of the 
nappy place, where the Eternal firſt
